It’s Different Now. 


Years ago when the early settlers 
came to western Canada, mother used 
to place a lighted lamp in the window 
every night when the family retired, 
as a guide to any stranger who might 
be lost on the trackless prairie, The 
doors were never locked. Fire guards 
were always plowed around the house 
and barn. No one thought of being 
caught out on the prairie without a 
pocket full of matches ag it was some- 
times necessary to set fire to the 
prairie grass and get into the burned 
area to keep from being caught by 
the big fire which swept over the 
country at times. Even the cowboy 
when miles from any protection, and 
forced to face the onrushing flames, 
learned to roll himself up in his old 
blanket, lie down upon the ground 
and let the fire sweep over him, when 
he would rise,.throw off the burning 
blanket, ang be safe. No one at that 
time had read much about fire pro- 
tection. No fire inspector had ever 
called to tell them what they would 
haye to do. No rules had been scat- 
tered brondcast. No fire extinguisher 
hung upon the walls of buildings and 
the law did not require an ornamental 
fire escape on the old school house, 
yet father, mother, and the entire fam- 
ily were better posted and gave more 
thought to fire guards and self pro- 
tection than they do now, Grandsons 
of the old pioneers are now members 
of the'school board in’ the little town 
built up near the old homestead and 
are sending their children to school in 
a brick building with wooden stair- 
ways and no fire escapes, They are 
also running stores on Main street, 
with a lot of boxes, excelsior and old 
chates piled up against the buildings 
at the back end. No oil lamps. light 
up a window in their home at night, 
and the doors are securely fastened, 
but an electric light drop cord hangs 
over a nail or hook in numerous places 
waiting for a few more threads to 
show up, making a metal contact, 
when another fire wil Ibe reported and 
the cause given as “unknown”.

i Canada will soon lead the United 
; States in the production of wheat, de- 
_clared Senator Calder, of New York, 
(in addressing the Senate in opopsition 
‘to the St. Lawrence waterway ~pro- 
; ject. He expressed the opinion that 
;the proposed canal was ostensibly for 
the purpose of carrying Canadian 
‘wheat, and pointed out that Herbert. 
Hoover had stated that the United 
States would become a wheat import- 
ing nation within ten years, In pre- 
| senting an interesting picture of the 
‘possibilities of Canada as a wheat 
‘growing country, the senator said the | 
{dominion would develop séveral times 
‘the wheat acreage of the States,

“The peak acreage in the United 
States,” said Senator Calder, “was 75- 
694,000 acres, reached in 1919, an in- | 
, crease of 85 per cent over the acreage 

in 1910. Canada’s peak was 19,125,968 
acres in the same year, an increase of 
115 per cent over the 1910 figure, Can- 
ada’s wheat produétion increased from 
132 million bushels in 1910 to 263 mil- 
lion bushels in 1920, an increase of 
While 
j production in the United States  in- 
‘creaged 33 per cent during the 1910 
' period, the value of the wheat crop 
‘inereased 100 per cent, the 1910 value 
‘being $560,000,000, the 1920 value be- 
‘ing $1,197,000,000.. During the same 
| period the value of Canada’s crop 
increased -400 per cent, being $99,530,- 
{000 in 1910 and $427,356,000 in 1920.
